On the night of the disaster Captain 
Sigsbec requested Admiral Mantcrola to 
station boats around the wreck, so as to 
prevent anyone from approaching it 
without, official leave. 
As a result only 
those with special permits are allowed 
to get near the wreck. Captain Sigabee 
himself, going iii the early morning to 
the scene of the disaster, was warned 
off, not being recognized, and was 
obliged to return and get a formal per 
mit from the naval authoritie*. 
Admiral Manterola refuses to allow 
the divers sent here by American news­ 
papers to make any investigations near 
the wreck, at least until Captain S ils­ 
bee shall have finished his official in­ 
vest igation. 
Lieutenant Commander 
Wainwright, Lieutenant Holman and 
Chief Engineer Howell went with divers 
to search for the bodies of Lientenant 
Jenkins and Assistant Engineer Mer­ 
ritt, but the guard* would not allow 
them to make the search and they re­ 
turned to tho consulate and lodged a 
formal complaint with Consul General 
Lei*. 
However, the agreement reached be­ 
tween Captain Sigsbee aud General 
Blanco was that the American com­ 
mander is to be allowed to use any 
divers, even the divers sent here by the 
American newspapers, in his official in­ 
vestigation. Captain Sigsbee and the 
commander of tile Fern, accompanied 
by General Lee, visited the captain gen 
eral and had a conference, at which it 
was decided that the American press 
divers should not be allowed to go in­ 
side the wreck, though any diver ap­ 
pointed by Captain Sigabee is to have 
full liberty of movement. The govern­ 
ment has win*d to Washington request 
ing permission for Spanish official divers 
to examine the wreck outside and in­ 
side.

prof. A lger Says No T o rp ed o Couhl Have 
ChiimmI It. 
W ashington, Feb. It.—The opinion 
of one of the leading naval experts in 
the use of high explosives, Prof. Alger 
of the ordname bureau, as to the cause 
of the explosion is as follows: 
“ As to the question of the cause of 
the Maine's explosion, we know that no 
torpedo such as is known to modern 
warfare can of itself caum an explosion 
of th* character of that on board the 
Maine. 
“ We know of no instance where the 
explosion of a tnrjxxio or mine under a 
ship s bottom bas exploded the maga­ 
zine within. It has simply torn a great j 
hole in the side or bottom, through 
which water entered, aud in conse­ 
quence of which the snip sank. Maga­

or actuated by selfish desires in the ap­ 
pointment for important positions and 
the exercise of other prerogatives of 
I office.

One of the most valuable lessons to 
be drawn from the life of General Wash­ 
ington is this: The public demands the 
■ highest wisdom and the greatest skill 
in its service. 
W hatever demand the 
! people make it is for them to meet and 
supply. In m atters of education no oth­ 
er agency can take the place of the com­ 
bined effort of the people. To the end 
that a great university worthy of the 
growing nation should be established at 
the national capital Washington left a 
large part of his property in trust to 
congress to form the nucleus of such an 
establishment. 
That property still remains where the 
Father of His Country placed it. There 
is no national university to utilize for 
educational purposes the resources of 
the great museums and libraries which 
are gathered at Washington. In spite of 
the greatness of our country in intelli­ 
gence and material resources we have 
no institution of higher learning worthy 
to rank with half a dozen maintained 
by the little dominion of Germany. The 
great deed of our century still remains 
undone. 
Ever since the time of W ash­ 
ington our lawgivers have had it in 
contemplation. 
They have planned a 
university that shall be national and 
American, as the universities of Berlin 
and Leipsic are national and German— 
a university that shall be the culmina 
tion of our public school system and 
that by its vilifying influence shall 
quicken the pulse of every part of this 
system. 
For more than a century wise 
men have kept this project in mind. 
For more than a century wise men have 
seen the pressing need of its accom­ 
plishment. 
For more than a century, 
however, the exigencies of politics or 
the indifference of political managers 
has caused postponement of its final 
consideration. 
In the educational system each grade 
looks to the one next higher for help 
and inspiration. 
The place at the head 
of our system is now held by the uni­ 
versities of a foreign land — a land, 
moreover, as yet out of sympathy w ith 
republican institutions. 
A great uni 
versity in America would attract the 
free minded of all the earth. 
It wonld 
draw men of all lands to the study of 
democracy. 
It would tend to make the 
workings of democracy worthy of re­ 
spectful study. 
The scholars aud investigators now 
maintained at Washington exert an in­ 
fluence far beyond that of their official 
position. 
To the fort e of high training 
and academie self devotion is to be 
traced the immense influence exerted in 
Washington by Joseph Henry, Spencer 
F. Baird aud Brown Goode. 
Of such 
men as these are universities made. 
When such nit ii are systematically se­ 
lected from our body of university pro­ 
fessors aud brought to Washington and 
allowed to surround themselves with 
like men of the next generation, we 
shall, indeed, have a national capital. 
By this means we shall create the best 
guaranty of the perpetuity of our repub­ 
lic; that it shuil not, like the republics 
of old, "go down in unreason, anarchy 
and blood.” In the long run, the voters 
of a nation moot be led by its wisest 
men. 
Their wisdom most become the 
wisdom of the many, else the nation 
will perish. 
A university is simply a 
contrivance for making wisdom effective 
by surrounding wise men with the con­ 
ditions most favorable for rendering 
wisdom contagious. There is no instru­ 
ment of political, social or adm inistra­ 
tive reform to be compared w ith the in­ 
fluence of a national university.

when she was fully manned, 7 43—offi- 
ctrs, men and boy s. 
The men were 
raised by impressment or recruited vol­ 
untarily for the ship’s commission. Wo 
had not as y et adopted (mr present ad­ 
mirable sy sttuii of mauuiug the fleet. 
The discipline was arbitrary and cmelf 
there were merciless floggings with thé 
cat fcr the smalUîst offenses, and the 
number of lashes inflicted varied from 
a dozen or half dozen to 5 00 and oven 
1,0 0 0. 
Reading the court martials of those 
day s, one alternately wonders how the 
oflicers held down the gangs of ruffians 
they commanded and how the men en­ 
dured the manifold brutalities of their 
officers. 
Brave to a superlative degree 
as these men were, with that fiery cour­ 
age which welcomes battle and death, 
they cannot compare in quality with 
the officers and men who now take our 
ships to sea. 
Every where except in the 
highest ranks, where our captains and 
admirals are too old, the change has 
Ix'eu one wholly for the good. 
Yet it 
has not kept pace with the tim ^ and 
today our sailors are poorly paid and 
not too well fed.— Nineteenth Century . 


Edible “ Coffin*.'’ 
At ft very early period the orientals 
were familiar with a kind of pastry , a 
roixtnre of floor, oil and honey , and 
for centuries pastry making went no 
further, even among the nations in the 
south of Europe. 
But in the beginning 
of the middle ages a change K*gan to 
take place in the method of mix ing the 
insredieiits, and some other substances 
were brougiit into use. 
Butter, eggs 
and salt found their way into pastry 
making, ami the result was a 
improvement. 
Paste nex t came to be 
used as an inclosure for meat, seasijued 
wTih suices. etc. 
Afterwurd it wsut a 


step further, the nex t use being for the 
inclosuie of creams, fruit, preserves, 
etc., and later still it l>egan to take the 
many fanoiful shapes in which it has 
since been commonly found. 
In tht 
early stages of English cookery the 
pastry 
cases were 
called coffins or 
“ coffy nes” and were made in various 
sizes from ” gret coffy nes with lowe 
liddes” for the "tartes of fflesche” to 
the ‘‘smalle coffy nes” for “ tartolettes” 
of ‘‘fiscbe or fflesche,” mix ed with 
“ stuf of boy lied flgges ground and good 
powdure and spices.” 
Petruchio in ‘‘The Taming of the 
Shrew,” it may here be noted, calls a 
little cap ‘‘a custard coffin.” These 
coffins (xirrespand with the “ vol-au- 
vent” of today .—Gentleman’s Maga­ 
zine.

The present craze for the river poarl is 
no new thing.

of the human race. 
It is necessary to j Trion to* 
distinguish human bones from tboee of 
animala, to study racial characters and 
| to determine the sex. 
Skulls must be 
studied with the greatest minuteness, 
for in them lie some of the most impor­ 
tant evidences of origin and progress. 
It is desirable also to study the animals, 
for the bones of men are often found 
intermingled with those of the animals 
that be had slain or that have conquered 
him, and in the cases where the animal 
Is one now extinct a guess at the an­ 
tiquity of man’s relics may be made. 
The tools which served in the rude 
arts of early man wore first of stone, 
roughly fashioned to the needs of the 
work, and later of metal. 
Mineralogy 
is therefore an important study to the 
archaeologist. The stone relics furnish 
a rough index to the amount of civiliza­ 
tion; they indicate in a crude way the 
extent of intercommunication; 
they 
show how new ideas came to the raoes; 
they serve in a manner to distinguish 
between different grades of antiquity, 
and in many ways they are important 
The mineralogist wbosfinds copper nug­ 
gets in the graves or North Carolina 
prehistoric Indians knows that these 
men had some manner of com muni ca- 
I tion with the great lakes. 
A knowledge of zoology is requisite 
{ too. The presence of the horseshoe crab 
in legends and traditions of the tribes 
of our arid west could have been guessed 
at only by one with acute perception, 
and the finding of one of the shells as a 
» fetich of one of the tribes was a bright 
exploit It was evident that this relic 
had made its journey from band to hand 
* over 2,000 or 8,000 miles of country at 
1 a time when it was exceedingly wild. 
Then there are the shell ornaments. 
The present craze for the river pearl is 
no new thing. Aa far back as there is 
any evidence of the preferences of man 
the lustrous river shells have been at­ 
tractive to him, and the distribution of 
them has been exceedingly wide. 
Then there is the pottery.

must study the beginnings of the useful 
arts. 
He must know how the pots are

We. the undersigned committee, appointed by you to exam ine the annual report of the 
Commissioners of said county, respectfully report that wo have examined the sam e, and 
deem It wise to call attention to some of the Items of the r. port 


I 
Iii itll cases where ll becomes necessary to borrow money in anticipation of a levy, 
the resolution should be duly passed and recorded by the Hoard of Commissioners, setting 
out the reasons why such a loan Is necessary, the purposes to which the same shall be ap ­ 
plied, the time and Interest rates to In* paid 
We have been unable to find direct legal 
sanction for these loans, but the necessities of the situation often make a short loan in 
anticipation of a levy almost a necessity. 


2. Ten thousand dollars were used to repair the Canto! bridge, west of Lisbon. While 
It way not bo the province of this Com m ittee to question the judgm ent of the Com int*- 
sloners, we think this Improvement hardly Just!to* the expense Incurred, although bridge 
expenses are $.'13,000 less than last year. We believe Dial there is a combination or trust on 
the part of bridge' m anufacturers, the effect of which is to keep up prices on such work, to 
the detrim ent of the public, and this should be Investigated tty the Commissioners. 


3. The Item of books, blanks, stationery and supplies for county use was critic laud by 
the last exam ining committee as being Uh) high. The same Item in tili- report Is much 
higher than in tho last. The following arx' the sevem l am ounts paid out for supplies for 
the different county officers: Coroner aud School Examiners, #140 It); Auditor. ■671 24: 
Treasurer, 1573 79; 
Probate Judge, #1,197 25; Commissioners, #218 IO; Record, r, #424 80? 
Surveyor, #67 75: Clerk of Courts, PW9 85; Sheriff, #713 45: {Stenographer, #217 SB, Total #4- 
913 95. 
These expenses are entirely too high, aud ae a d v i s e that to the future the Commis­ 
sioners alone purchase all needed supplies by competitive bidding, ami have att account 
kept with each official for the accounts of his office. 


4. Two hundred and fourteen dollars and ninety cents County T reasurer's expenses In 
collecting taxes. We are not advised of any law authorizing the paym ent of Mils expense. 
This item of ll,7U3 09 fees in epileptic and lunacy cases seems excessive. This may also Is) 
said of the expenses of tho Election Board. #3,889 38 (although of these election expenses the 
Commissioners have no control). These Items can and should, in our judgment, be m ate- 
rially lessened in the future.
